INSPECTING WRECK. 
Section Men Used Many “Shims” on 
the Fatal Section. 


Sudbury, Ont., Feb. 1—At today’s 
session of the wreck inquest Section 
Foreman James Boyce said that aiter 
the wreck he had found the first rail 
from the place of derailment on the 
north side shoved about iour inches 
ahead but not out of fine. The second 
rail was shoved sfx inches ahead and 
skewed a trifle to the north. The third 
railway was also shoved ahead and 
turned north clear of the tie. The 
balance of the rails to the bridge over 
the embankment and south were all 
right. On the .rst three north rails 
the bolts were broken. Only two new 
rails had been used to repair the 
track.

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Primero, Colo., Feb. 1—Half 
a hundred erump.ed and char- 
red buman forms, lying in a 
melancholy row on the grimy 
floor of a greasy machine shop, 
covered with rough gunny- 
sacks, each tagged at the ankle 
with a slip of paper to show 
the identity which the blurred 
ieatures no jonger revealed, 
some headless, armiess or 
mashed to a dreadful pulp, 
with twenty-six more bodies 
buried in a dismal hole, thou- 
sands of feet from the light of 
day—this is the frightful toll 
which death exacted in the 
Primero mine disaster.

THE PEACE RIVER 


Crande Prairie Settlers {Decide to 
Locate Waggon Road For 
Themselves. 


——-— 


The corridors and public rooms of 
the St. James Hotel were thronged 
with men interested in the Peace 

iver country, at eight o’clock last 
night, the time called for a meeting 
to discuss the feasibility of a direct 
road to Grande Prairie. So many had 
gathered that it was found necessary 
to adjourn the meeting to the audi- 
torium of the Y.M.C.A. and here for 
two hours, the very live question of 
the opening up of Grande Prairie ‘9 
settlers, by a short route was earnestly 
discussed. A map, showing the pro- 
posed roads from Entwhistle ‘o 
Grande Prairie via Sturgeon Lake, 
and from Medicine Lodge directly 
north, was yy ened and used for 
reference by those ‘ucquainted with 
the country who addressed the meet- 
ing. While there was considerable 
difference of opinion as to the feasibi- 
lity of the Sturgeon Lake trail -being 
mede into a wagon road, a number o1 
those who knew the trail were quite 
sure that no serious difficulty would | 
be encountered in building a wagon | 


road through from Writecourt to 
Sturgeon Lake. No one was able (co 
say anything definite of the trail 


running north from Medicine Lodge 
on the G,T.P., which has been pro- 
posed as an alternate route. It might, 
or it might not be, practicable. 

At the close of the meeting a com- 
mittee was appointed to ascertaim —¢ 
most feasible and shortest route ‘o 
Grande Prairie together with an es- 
timate of the cost. This committee is 
to work independently of any investi- 
gations which may later be made by 
the provincial government. Two peti- 
tions were circulated and freely sig. 
ed, one to the Minister of the Interior, 
asking that a colonization route he 
constructed from Edmonton to Grande 
Prairie, and the other to the Minister 
of Public Works of the Alberta gov- 
ernment, asking that steps be taken 
immediately to locate and build a 
short wagon road to Grandé Prairie. 

Wheat Grown in 1828. 

H. B. Round of Edmonton, was ap- 
winted chairman of the meeting. Mr. 
found is well known as one of the 
oldest pioneers of the last west. In 
1875 he erected the first stone building 
at Peace. River Crossing. Before as- 
suming his duties as chairman at the 
request of the audience he gave his 
views On the Peace River . country 
and the road question. 

Peace River to some people was a 
conundrum, As to the possibilities 
of the country there could be no pos- 
sible doulit. There was documentary 

evidence dating back to 1828. showing 
that wheat had been grown at that 
time in the Peace River region. tn 
the journal! of one McLeod, a Scoteh- 
man, who accompanied George Simp- 
son the explorer, on his journey from 
the Hudson Bay to the Pacific Ocean, 
was recorded that fields of wheat had 
astonished the eyes of the great ex- 
plorer and his party when they reach- 
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son’s Bay company. 

Mr. Round pointed out that the 
great difficulty of running a road 
through by Whitecourt was that the 
rivers headed in the same place be- 
tween Whitecourt and Sturgeon Lake, 
showing that there was high ground 
to be traversed. It would not be a 
good move to build a road along any 
trail without getting specific inform- 
ation. Before any route was adopted 
a thorough examination should be 
made of the one considered mest 
favorable. 

Road Open to Whitecourt. 

Peter Gunn. M.P.P.. of Lac Ste. 
Anne, was the first speaker called by 
the chairman. Mr. Gunn explained 
that at the German hall meeting !e 
had disagreed, not with the route:

The third by-law, which was incor-

To the former 
bridge a grant of $17,500 was voted, 
but it did not give anything like the 
accommodation that was now to be 
afforded, Some people had argued 
in favor of a more central bridge near 
the power-house To this, however, 
the Dominion Government would not 
give a grant and go this was abuan- 
doned., He thought when the people 
voted $17,500 to the former proposed 
bridge the present one was worth $50,- 
000 on the same proportions.

It was 
all right for eighty miles trl it struck 
a range of hills heavily wooded.

His purpose in 
coming through had. bee ato look for 
a road, he having advocated that trail 
for the last eight years. [t had taken 
him but twelve days to come from 
Grande Prairie to Edinorton. On the 
way he had come across three mus- 
kegs.

“There were six of us stationed on 
Herschel Island, 2,300 miles north of 
Edmonton,” said he to The Star.

But it was easy work, 
for the natives are about the quietest 
lot of people I ever had anything to 
do with. The policeman’s word is 
jaw there. They wouldn't think of 
questioning it. zt me given an in- 
stance. The girls there marry at 
about 13 years, and the boys at 17. 
Well, these two married, and the 
girl’s father gave the couple a whale 
boat for a wedding present. But the 
girl died, Then the husband died, 
too, and the question was, ‘Who gets 
the boat?’

“However, if the furs 
were not cleaned and dried jn this 
way every night, they would rot in no 
time.

“T used to think the E-quimeux 
were the dirtiest people in the 
world,” continued the inspector, “but 
1 have changed my mind. Why, 
they are always after us with the plea 
tor ‘Soap! soap! soup, Me want wash 
clothes.’ They wash everything a: 
least once a week, An Esquimaux ie 
far cleaner than an Indian.” 

“IT do not think that Esquimaux 
can stand the cold any more than a 
white man, but they understand how 
to dress. Their faces, too, seem ad- 
mirably adapted for cold weather, for 
they have very small noses, They 


come to us and say: ‘What for white | 


man have big nose? Freeze quick.’ 
They pay very tittle attention to the 
weather,,and I have seen little chil- 
dren playing games out of doors with 


the temperature 40 degrees below 
zero. 

Speaking of the work done by the 
natives, the inspector told of finely 
carved walrus tusks. 

‘They make cribbage boards for 
the white men that are wonderful 
specimens, They cut down one side 
of the tusk until it is quite flat, and 
then bore the necessary number of 


holes, The rest of the tusk is beauti- 
fully carved, I have one with a 
splendid carving of the harbor, with 
ships on the bay, On one side is # 
carving of boats in pursuit of a whaie, 
and on the other the scene where the 
whale is killed. They rub lampblack 
into the carving, and it never washes 
out, One native was shown an 
American dollar, He looked closely 
at it, and then went to his hut and 
carved a wonderful reproduction of 
the spread-eagle, It was truly mar- 
velous,” 

About 800 miles east of Herschel
